ceive, not far from Cape de Yer, but more within the Land; 
they conſiſt of $600\Companies, the leaſt of them contain 
1c© men, and ſome of them 1000, AFewthar lives in rheſe 
parts came unto Saley in _ in A»gxft laſt , and ar.” 
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came lately from them, and had ſpoken wich thenr, andſaw 
them in that number atorementioned,aad that they are arm- 
ed with Swords, Spears and Bows , and no fi-e-Arms are
